We Care blaze

Someone apparently set the 
fire that destroyed the upstairs 
apartment at the We Care 
Center Established By God Inc. 
at 617 S.W. Ave. B, Belle Glade 
Jan. 21. 

The Belle Glade Fire 
Department responded to the 
call and put out the fire which 
was listed as suspicious at that 
time. State Fire Marshall 
Wayne Petrovich was called in 
and ruled arson as the cause of 
the fire that left a man who 
has dedicated his life to 
helping the homeless without a 
place to live. 

Rev. Jimmy Felder, his wife 
Cassandra and two daughters, 


ages 11 and 13, lived in the 
upstairs apartment over the 
We Care Center. 

The Felders spent this week 
combing through the remains 
of the family's belongings. 
There wasn't much left to save, 
a few dishes, clothing and 
stuffed animals. 

The fire may have started in 
an upstairs utility storage 
room, The downstaris of the 
building, which housed five 
homeless men and one woman, 
suffered less damage and the 
clients are expected to be able 
to return by the end of-this 
week, according to Anne 
Hopkins, Director of the local

Brian Cross of U.S. Sugar 
said, "We pay our men in cash 
and it is up to’'them where they 
want to spend their money.

RakeeVa S. Diab and her 
husband own a business in 
Pahokee. She said her husband 
was ill but she had to come to 
the meeting to-speak. 

She said, "We, the merchants 
are doing it to ourselves by 
closing early, before the cutters 
can get their checks cashed 
from Oceola and shop, most of 
the stores have closed and gone 
home. We have had a business 
in this town for 22 years and 
the last two years have been 
the worst. Only about two

‘obtained if more parking is 


required. Construction costs 


„are estimated at $4,154,738, or 


$38, 470 per room, including 
land and building removal 
costs. 

The feasibility. of-a hotel is 
measured by an annual occu- 
pancy of 65% based upon a 
daily average room rate of 
approximately $43. With these 
two minimums, local 20% 
owners could anticipate about 
13% return on their investment 
of $830,948. 

Current room rates in the 
Belle Glade area are $42 with 
100% winter occupancy and 
50% the rest of the year.

“This shows that mercury 
from the fields is only a 
fraction of the 570 pounds of 
mercury a year deposited 
naturally on South Florida, and 
insignificant when compared to 
the 5,670 pounds of mercury 
that fall from the atmosphere 
throughout the state of Florida. 

"Up to now, we've heard con- 

cerns about mercury release 
from environmentalists and 
others, but there had not been 
“any scientific evidence either 
Way,” Rackley said. "These 
findings should put the 
controversy to rest once and for 
all." 
For Dr. Patrick's study, soil 
and sugarcane leaf samples 
from 17 sites throughout the 
sugarcane fields were sampled 
in October and again in 
December of 1991. The samples 
were analyzed using the 
flameless absorption method, 
which Dr. Patrick said has a 
detection limit of one part per 
billion dry weight.
